Culberson and Elkins are Drawn Into 


Conflict— W ill Continue 


to Object. 


Washington, April 29.— Unless a 
resolution is passed within two days 
suspending its operation, the com­ 
modity clause of the railroad rate 
law will go into effect Friday. 
Such 
a resolution was held up in the Sen­ 
ate yesterday by Senator Culberson, 
who declared that lie would continue 
to object to the measure for relief 
to? the railroads until at least a 
program for the relief of the ship­ 
per is adopted. 
An attempt will be made to take 
up the resolution today, and unless 
it is passed before Friday the rail­ 
roads which have anticipated its pas­ 
sage will be in trouble. 
Tile commodity clause resolution 
is desired to suspend the provision 
of the act requiring railroads to sep­ 
arate themselves from other busi­ 
ness. 
J lie sharp' interchange between 
Senator Culberson and Senator El­ 
kins, Chairman of the committee, 
came yesterday when Senator El- 
kins offered an amendment to his 
resolution. 
rI his was a suggestion 
from the Department of Justice in­ 
tended to permit the bringing of a 
suit to test the law, about the con­ 
stitutionality of which there is ques­ 
tion.

S E N A T E S A Y S T W O SHIPS. 


The Senate Concurs With the Action 
of the House. 
Washington, April 28. — By an 
overwhelming vote President Roose­ 
velt’s four battleship program failed 
in the Senate just as it did in the 
House. 
The amendment for four 
battleships was introduced by Sen­ 
ator Piles, and the fight for its adop­ 
tion was led by Senator Beveridge. 
Twenty-three votes were cast for 
the increased program, the number 
largely being made up of newly- 
elected 
Senators. 
Fifty 
Senators 
voted to support the House and fhe 
recommendation of the House Naval 
Committee in favor of building only 
two battleships. 
The debate on the 
battleship debate lasted three days, 
to the exclusion of all other matters. 
It was begun by Senator Beveridge 
with an eloquent appeal for the sup­ 
port of the President and a sugges­ 
tion that a larger navy might be 
needed for war. 
Members of the 
committe 
upbraided 
the 
Indiana 
Senator for this veiled hint of war 
with another country, and sought 
to make him admit that he meant 
Japan. 
At times the discussion 
came very near being acrimonious, 
especially sharp exchanges occurring 
between Senators Aldrich and Bev­ 
eridge. 
The former’s reference to 
Mr. Beveridge excited Senator Smith 
of Michigan to protect against the 
Senate 
chamber 
being 
“made 
a 
slaughter house for tile young Sen­ 
ator from Indiana.” 
It was developed by Senator A l­ 
lison during the debate that there is 
a well-defined understanding among 
the Senate leaders for the authoriza­ 
tion of two battleships each year un­ 
til the American navy is regarded 
as sufficient to meet any demands 
ihat may be made upon it.

Chicago, 111.: According to re­ 
turns furnished the executive council 
in Iowa by the railroads operating 
in that State, the enforcement of 
the 2 cents a mile maximum passen­ 
ger rate law has not entailed any 
loss on the railroads of that State.

Another severe electrical storm 
struck Georgia Sunday, but so far 
as is known there were no fatalities 
and but little property damage. 
Reports are still coming from 
Northern Alabama, parts of Missis­ 
sippi and Louisiana, but the list of 
dead is not materially increased. 
With probably 1200 persons in­ 
jured, possibly half a hundred towns 
damaged, the story of ruin is told.

Wind caused the greatest havoc, and 
negro residents form the larger pro­ 
portion of dead and injured.

A NEGRO FAMILY IS KILLED 


Rain, Hail and Winds Do Great Havoc 
to Many Crops and Build­ 
ings. 


Paris, Texas, April 21.—Twenty- 
five residences, practically the east­ 
ern half of Deport, a town twenty 
miles southeast of Paris, were de­ 
stroyed by 
a hurricane about 
6 
o’clock yesterday evening, the cot­ 
ton oil mill, Baptist and Presby­ 
terian Churches suffering a like fate. 
W. R. Isbell, a druggist, was 
crushed to death in his residence 
when it collapsed, his wife and four 
children escaping by running to the 
storm house. 
Others known to be injured but 
not fatally are Captain George I. 
Terrell and wife G. G. Baughn, E. 
R. Sullivan wife and .son. All these 
have broken arms or legs and pain­ 
ful bruises. 
The storm came up the valley 
from the southwest, cutting a path 
several hundred yards wide. 
It did 
not last long, and there was little, if 
any, electricity. It swept away struc­ 
tures in its path as if they were 
houses of cards. 
The town is divid­ 
ed by a creek, and the heavy rain 
overflowed it and retarded the work 
of helping the injured by those who 
escaped. 
No business bouses were destroyed 
but several were badly damaged, only 
the edge of tin* storm reaching them. 
Among them are the Deport Chron­ 
icle, U. B. Jolly editor; Cunning­ 
ham’s dry goods store, Shuman’s 
blacksmith shop Daniel’s restaurant, 
the Cash Store and postoffice, VV. I. 
Lawler, proprietor and postmaster. 
These were blown from their blocks 
or tile sides partially eaved in. Dam­ 
ages to bouses and stocks can not be 
estimated at present. 
Fort Worth: Following a cloud­ 
burst and hail storm in the city 
proper and North Fort Worth yes­ 
terday afternoon, the west fork of 
the Trinity soon escaped its banks 
west of the meadows between the 
court house and the 
North Fort 
Worth Cotton Belt crossing and in­ 
side of an hour the adjacent vicinity 
was again inundated. 
Street car traffic on tile North 
Fort Worth and Rosen Hights lines 
was at once crippled and at 6 o’clock 
last night an expanse of water ex­ 
tended from the foot of the Main 
Street bridge northward a distance 
of a mile, and equally as far east 
and west. 
At the pumping station 
on West Fork measurements were 
taken hourly, and at 7 p. rn. the 
water was only a fewr inches under 
tin* record established Sunday. 
During the downpour yesterday 
afternoon residents of the river bot­ 
toms began at once to again move 
what few household effects had been 
rescued from the recent flood, but 
so rapid was the rise that hut lit­ 
tle could be removed. 
The result is 
that several hundred unfortunates 
are without shelter and are depend­ 
ent upon the Salvation Army and 
other local organization. 
Upon hearing that the water was 
again rising, the members of the Sal­ 
vation Army corps established a sec­ 
ond temporary eating house at the 
foot of the Main Street bridge and 
served warm meals to tile many who 
had been driven from their homes.

REFUSE SUBSTITUTES. 


Dish That Figured 
Often 
on 
the 
Tables of Our Ancestors. 


Apple slump is 
an 
old-fashioned 
dish, but none the less acceptable on 
account of its antiquity. 
Pare, core 
arid quarter a dozen tart, juicy apples, 
turn over them a cupful of boiling 
water and set where they will begin 
to cook. 
Five minutes later add to 
the apples two cups of molasses and 
cook five or more minutes, while you 
prepare a very soft 
biscuit 
dough, 
using for a pint of flour a teaspoonful 
of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a half tablespoonful of short­ 
ening and milk to stir to a dough that 
is too soft to roll. 
Put this over the 
apples, which should be tender, but 
not broken, cover the kettle closely 
and cook 25 minutes without lifting 
the cover. 
Serve with a hot sauce, 
made by heating to a cream a half 
cupful of butter and one cupful of 
sugar, stirring in just before using a 
scant cupful of boiling milk or water 
and seasoning to taste. 


BANANA 
PUDDING WITH 
SAUCE. 


Dessert Delicacy Both Appetizing and 
Healthful. 


Soak one cup stale cake crumbs in 
two cups hot milk one-half hour, and 
rub through a sieve; then add one- 
half cup banana pulp, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon brandy, one teaspoon vanil 
la and the yolks of three eggs slightly 
beaten. 
Turn into buttered molds, set 
molds in pan of hot water and bake 
until firm. 
Remove from oven, let 
stand five minutes, turn out and serve 
with this sauce. 
Bring to the boiling point one-half 
cup each of milk and 
cream. 
Pour 
slowly on to the beaten yolks of two 
eggs and two tablespoons sugar. Cook 
over hot water five minutes, add one 
half teaspoon vanilla, two tablespoons 
sherry, and pour over the stiffly beat­ 
en whites of two eggs. 


China in the Dining Room. 
In a tall dining room, if the plate 
rack is filled with bits of china, make 
a picturesque effect with fancy shaped 
jugs or any quaint-shaped pieces of 
pottery, placed above the doorway 
and stain the wood to match other 
■woodwork of the room. 
This relieves 
the barren aspect of a room which is 
very high. 
A low room will appear 
neatest if these decorations follow cer­ 
tain lines around the wall and are 
not placed haphazard at 
any 
con­ 
venient place. 
It is feared that 
the 
dining room will soon have the aspect 
sof the old-fashioned kitchen, where it 
used to be the pride of most women 
.to have one article of every kind of 
tinware hung around the wall. 
If the 
china is to be hung round the wall, it 
is going to detract a great deal from 
the cozy apartment. 
The plate rack 
is pretty and the bits of china for the 
shelves above the door are not amiss 
,but use some judgment in arranging 
an artistic effect and not a china-shop 
display. 


Rice Border with Creamed Fish. 
Put one cupful of rice on to boil in 
four cupfuls of boiling water, when it 
has been boiling half an hour add two 
tablespoonfuls of butter 
and 
a 
tea 
spoonful of salt. 
Let it simmer an 
hour. 
Wash it fine with a spoon and 
add two well-beaten eggs and stir for 
five minutes. 
Butter a border mold 
and fill with rice. 
Put in the oven for 
a few' moments. 
Turn out on a hot 
dish and fill the center with creamed 
fish. 


Breakfast Cakes. 
Take one cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar, beat in twro eggs, one at a time 
then add onn-half cup molasses, two 
teaspoons 
cTnnamon, 
one 
teaspoon 
cloves, one cup strong, cold coffee, one 
teaspoon soda mixed in one-half of 
the coffee and added after part of the 
flour is stirred in, one 
cup 
raisins 
rolled in flour, one cup hickory nuts, 
flour 3V2 cups. 


Pickled Lambs’ Tongues. 
Wash well and trim neatly 12 lamb's 
tongues. 
Boil in salted water until 
tender, skin and pack in glass jars 
while tongues are hot. 
Put in a very 
few' whole allspice and cloves. 
Cover 
with hot white wine vinegar. 
Seal at 
once.

M A K IN G TO W N TO ORDER 


Prince Rupert W ill Be the Greatest 
Model City Yet Built. 


A Boston firm of landscape archi­ 
tects has been awarded the contract 
(for making the general plans for the 
model city which the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railroad is to build in British 
Columbia as the Pacific terminus of 
the great new railroad system which 
is now being built across Canada. 
The contract is one of the largest 
ever given for a similar undertaking, 
says the Village. As yet there is only 
|a small settlement where it is intend­ 
ed a large and important commercial 
and manufacturing city will be built. 
The settlement is on Kaien Island and 
the new city will be known as Prince 
Rupert. 
. ,, 
The area which is available for the 
site comprises between 
seven 
and 
eight square miles, although only a 
small part of this will be developed 
within the near future. 
The island 
4s of considerable size, but only about 
one-third will be available because of 
the mountain, Mount Hays, which ris­ 
es to an elevation of 2,300 feet near 
the center of the island. 
The railroad will cross from the 
mainland to Porpoise Island and then 
to Kaien Island by means of bridges, 
the first of which will be about a quar­ 
ter of a mile in length and the second 
some 200 feet long. 
Already a dock 
a thousand feet long has been 
con­ 
structed along a part of the waterfront 
and it is planned to extend this for a 
much longer distance. The shores are 
very bold and this will aid greatly in 
preparing places for shipping and also 
keep down the cost of building docks. 
It is said to be the plan to have 
the shipping and wholesale business 
on the first level, which rises to 75 
or IOO feet; the retail business and 
the public buildings on the second 
level, which is some 200 feet high, 
and forms a sort of ridge, and the 
residences still further 
back 
on a 
third level of about IOO feet elevation. 
Ample provision for parks will be 
made. 
There is an excellent chance 
for one on a central elevation, another 
at Point Hays, named, like the moun­ 
tain, in honor of the president of the 
railroad, Charles M. Hays of Montreal, 
and a third at the southwestern end 
of the city. 
It is probable that Bigby Island, just 
to the westward of Kaien Island, will 
be developed for residences, a purpose 
for which it is admirably adapted. The 
expenditures which are contemplated 
by the railroad company at this place 
alone will total many millions if pres­ 
ent plans are carried out. 
Prince Rupert Ls situated within 50 
miles of the southern extremity of 
Alaska and 551 miles north of Van­ 
couver, at the very entrance to 
the 
salmon fishing grounds. 
It is In the 
immediate vicinity of a large number 
of canneries which send their prod­ 
ucts to all parts of the world. 
Near 
at hand are the famous halibut fishing 
grounds. 
Already there is considerabe activity 
on behalf of the railroad, and recently 
a, contract was let for clearing 2,000 
acres of land at $220,000.
